He then became Scoutmaster of Troop 299 sponsored by Honff^&f Miamr^motor- 
cycles). The dads were on the committee. The troop con|i$%£e#¥or, ( a 
months, when the committee lost interest and the troop was^^|sbandJS^ probably 
due to lack of cooperation from the committee. However, Chandl^p%^ked the 
Silver Bluff P.T.A. if they would sponsor the !! unit n w^H%he^^2^od since 
they already sponsored a pack (Pack 419).
